.Methodist leaders across 
the nation have commented 
in sermons and special state­ 
ments on the Supreme 
Courts's recent ruling which 
bars use of a non-sectarian 
prayer in New York State 
public schools.

Bishop Gerald Kennedy 
could not see why all the 
furor, "C o m m i 11 e d as the 
court seems to be to a strict 
interpretation of our doc­ 
trine of separation of church 
and state, the decision hard­ 
ly is a surprise. I do not be­ 
lieve the consequences of 
the 'decision are as serious 
as some would make us be­ 
lieve.

"I cannot remember hear­ 
ing a prayer offered in any 
public school I ever attend­ 
ed. At the same time tire de­ 
cision creates the false im­ 
pression that Omerica is es­ 
sentially unreligious. An un­ 
denominational prayer in 
our public schools is quite 
in keeping with this coun­ 
try's policy which proclaims 
every time we salute the 
flag we are a nation 'under 
God'," he said.

Dr. Grover Bagby, head ol 
the Conference Board of Ed­ 
ucation, viewed the decision 
as a, positive contribution to 
religious freedom and relig­ 
ious welfare.

KEY POINT
The key point, said Dr. 

Bagby. is that one govern­ 
mental body devised a pray­ 
er to be used by^another 
governmental body" an ac­ 
tivity potentially destructive 
of all religious liberties. He 
pointed out that the simple 
22-word prayer is not speci­ 
fically Protestant, or Roman 
Catholic, Christian or Jew­ 
ish. "It is not specifically 
anything more than a brief 
general statement of depend­ 
ence upon God.

"A government that, pre­ 
sumes to prc; 'ibe prayers 
of general religion is also 
likely one day to conclude 
that it can prescribe prayers 
of .some specific religion.

"Those who are crying the 
loudest now against the 
court's insistence that the 
government remain neutral 
on religion would be first 
to condemn the government 
if it ever championed a re­ 
ligious view contrary to 
their own."

TAKE ISSUE 
Dr. Bagby also took issue 

with those who assert that 
the founding fathers in es­ 
tablishing fredom of relig-

ion never meant freedom 
from religion.

"The fact of the matter is, 
there can never be one with­ 
out the other. Religious faith 
by its very nature is volun-^ 
tary. Much as unbelief is to 
be deplored from a religious 
point of view, freedom to be­ 
lieve cannot really exist ex­ 
cept as it is accompanied by 
freedom to disbelieve."

Other Methodists held op­ 
posite opinions. Dr. J. Rich­ 
ard Sneed, First Church of 
Los Angeles, declared:

"Karl Marx is now 'No. 2 
Revolutionary.' The philosA 
ophy behind" the II. S. Su­ 
preme Court r'-'Msion will 
produce a far more revolu­ 
tionary concept of society, 
in the name of law, than 
Marx ever exercised as a 
theorist. With the Deity 
constitutionally incapacitat­ 
ed, only materialism, secu­ 
larism and atheism can pub­ 
licly prevail." ^

Dr. Frank E. Butterworth, 
First Church. Pasadena, said 
that for thousands of Amer­ 
ican children "who do not 
come from Cod > fearing 
homos, there will be no rec­ 
ognition of any authority 
higher than the state. Both 
Fascist and Communist dic­ 
tators rose to power on this 
assumption of state suprem-^ 
acy. It is now clearly our" 
responsibility «s Christians 
and as loyal Americans to 
work tirelessly to amend our 
Constitution.".
